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INCENDIARISM AT TIENTSIN, 
(Daily Prees, 5th November.) 


It is little to be wondered at that, as our ! 
correspondent informs us, people at Tient- | 


sin are reculling the fires previous to the 
recent outbreak in North China. The 
simultaneous burning down of British bar- 
racks both at Tientsin and at Sinho, a little 
above the ‘Taku Forts on the Peiho, the 
destruction of large commercial premises, 
and a number of smaller conflagrations af 
Tientsin cannot but suggest the work ot 
- incendiaries. The cvincidénce would, other- 
wise be miraculous. Fortunately the mis- 
creants, whoever they were, seem to have 
selected their day badly, for the absence of 
wind saved half the town from destruction. 
However the practically successful carrying 
out of their diabolical scheme on so large a 


scale argues a wide-spread organisation, and | 


can but cause dismay in the hearts of all re- 
sidents in China that the costly operations 
of last year have failed so signally to 
produce the desired effect on the more 
turbulent elements in the North. Rumours 
of a forthcoming fresh outbreak have been 
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current for some weeks now, up to the | 


alleged sending of a confidential despatch 
to Washington announcing the likelihood 
of a recrudescence of Boxerism. The warn- 
ings, however, have been of a very vague 
nature—far more vague than the early 


prophecies of last year’s -troubles—and we | 


do not know of any official notice being 
taken of them. ‘The fires of the Ist instant 
took place in a comparatively limited area, 
and it may be found, as will earnestly be 
hoped, that they were the work of a 
local gang.’ They are still very serious 
occurrences, and involving as they did the 
loss of the lives of two British soldiers and 
1,500,000 taels in Tientsin alone, call for very 
vigorous punishment. It seems evident that 
the proximity of Tientsin native city, a 
refuge of the worst characters, to the foreign 
Settlements is a perpetua] menace to the 
safety of the latter. It is difficult to ima- 
gine whence otherwise the murderous incen- 
dieries wire able in security to commence 
the operations which have cost the foreigners 
so touch. A thorough cleansing of the 
native city is urgently called fur, if the 
whole course of recent Europenn policy in 
China is not to be stultitied.. ‘Tientsin 
' should be put in such a state that it can no 
longer be au Alsatia menacing the lives of 
foreign residents and peaceful natives. The 
Powers have still at Tientsin enough troops 
to see that this is done at once. The 
Chinese Government cannot refuse to co- 
operate. If the perpetrators of the latest 
outrage are not speedily caught and made 
to undergo the just penalty for their mon- 
strous crime, that Government will be 
suspected with good reason of another 
display of treachery such as will make 
China’s best friends despair altogether of 
her future.

One effect of the threatened new troubles 
in North China will no doubt be a further ; 
delay in the settlement ofthe Manchurian 
quest®n, which has already dragpyed on 
until the patience of all concerned has been 
seriously tried, In Manchuria itself, how- 
ever, in spite of the presence of the large 
Russian forces, disturbances have never 
ceased, whereas in Chibli there has been a 
yreater uppearance of order. As will be 
seen from the report of the Times corres- 
at St. Petersburg, quoted in 
another volumn, there ig no denial on the 
part of Russin that negotiations with respect 
to Manchuria have been proceeding. Such 
a denial would indeed have been singularly 
vain and would have given an unusually 
plain proof ‘of duplicity at St. Petersburg. 
As the news of the Russian avowal follows 
on the announcement of the Dowager Em- 
press’s denunciation of the Convention, the 
siluation is certainly no clearer than before. 
Meanwhile another Japanese report reaches 
us, yiving, in another form than hitherto 
published, the text of the new treaty and 
stating that Russia was at first in favour of 
creating a buffer state in Manchuria between 
Russian and Chinese territory. Who was 
to voyern the buffer state it is not said, but 
fairly shrewd guesses could be made as to 
the position Russia would have held in it. 

The attitude of Germany, as explained in 
our London correspondent’s telegram, is 
what might be expected. Germany is 
anxious to have the best possible relations 
with Russia; she has no interests in Man- 
churia, but she wishes to see North China in 
a state of peace which will leave her to 
develop her commerce in her own “ sphere ” 
there. Provided therefore she can assist 
Russia without offending Great Britain and 
Japan, she is quite ready to see Manchuria 

tbsorbed into the dominions of the Tsar. 
Mecca as is pointed out, Count von 
Butow sees-an excellent chance of playing 
the yrateful réle of ‘‘ honest broker.” It 
will be rememberel that Marquis Ito 
during his late visit to New York expressed 
exactly the same wish on behalf of his own 
country for the advancement of the peace 
of the Far East. It is perhaps unnecessary 
to state that Japan, unhamypered by Euro- 
pean complications, seems far better cut out 
to play the part, from the British point of 
view. She is at least not striving to profit 
by the dismemberment of China, while 
Germany has already “taken a long step 
toward that end and is apparently willing 
that Russia should take another. What 
will actually be the next move in the Man- 
churian question, it is impossibie to foresee. 
Great Britain and the United States might 
have much to say, but they Governments 
do not seem inclined to say it, while the 
merchauts, whose trade is threatened with 
extinction, are impotent. 


The members of the Manila Board of Health 
are now busy searching the highways and by- 
ways of Manila to find a suitable locality for 
the institution of a plague camp, whither all 
suspected cases of plague may be immediately 
removed for observation and treatment. The 
idea is to secure an open space of ground and 
thereon erect a sort of village. A. hospital for 
plague patients will be-the chief feature, and 
nipa huts will be erected for the accommodation 
of those families in which plague has broken 
out. It is propesed to have water and light 
laid on and to have everything done to make 
the village an independent community. Every 
effort will be made to have the camp as far 
advanced as possible by the time the plague 
season again sets in. 


‘Siamese Government for prematurely closing 
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ed in the Budget, and Mr. Riverr-Carrac 


SIAMESE FINANCES.

The report of Mr. C. Rrvett-Carnac, the 
Financial Adviser to the Siamese Govern- 
ment, on the Budget for the Siamese year 
120 (i.¢., 1901-2), the receipt of which we 
noted the other day, is a very interesting 
document. It is, as we have stated, the 
first of its kind to be issued. A perusal of 
its pages amply tends to strengthen the 
opinion that Siam is next to Japan the most 
progressive race of the Far East. She 
occupies a far more dangerous position than 
does the Island Empire, and even if her 
very existence is not threatened by one of 
the powerful neighbours between whom she 
acts as buffer-state, she at least has to be 
perpetually on the watch. Past aggres- 
sions, duwn to the retention of Chantaboon, 
have taught her that there can be no rest if 
she values her integrity. Even now it 
seems that pessible complications are 
threatened with the Indo-Chinese Govern- 
meut. M. Doumer’s approaching visit to 
Bangkok is hardly likely to be merely a 
diplomatic courtesy. and itis not certainly a 
holiday trip. But, to return to the report, 
Mr. Riverr-Cagnac claims with justice that 
the finances of the Siamese Government are 
ina satisfactory condition and points to the 
elasticity of the revenue Nou seqiiant on 
improved administration and better govern- 
ment, while the expenditure is well under 
control. ‘The Estimates for the year 102 
had been made up to show a small surplus 
of 25,712 Ticals, when the award in the 
case of Messrs. Murray CaMPBELL v. the 


the contract for the Korat Railway 
construction came in, requiring a sum 
of £161,000 being paid to the firm. A 
deficit of 2,774,288 Ticals therefore had 
to be entered in the budget. “ But,” says 
Mr. Rrvett-Carwnac, “thanks to the fore- 
sight of the Government in taking advantage 
of the favourable rate of exchange to remit 
to London in 1899 and 1900 for temperary 
investment a considerable portion of our 
surplus Tieal balance, we shall find no 
liffculty in meeting the award on due date.” 
“Moreover, owing to the above-mentioned 
elasticity of the revenue, it is not certain 
that the year will not, like its predecessors, 
close after all with a small surplus, 

The report goes on to take the estimated 
figures of the sources of revenue and ex- 
penditure, compared with past years. Into 
must of these we do not propose to enter, 
but a few heads are especially worthy of 
notice, and under two of these the Financial 
Adviser takes the opportunity of sounding 
the note of warning against too rapid pro- 
gress. The former of these is that of Post 
Office and Telegraph Revenue. Increases 
of 19,383 and 52,134 Ticals respectively are 
expected, bul nevertheless the working of 
the Department is not looked on as satis- 
factory. The net losses for the years 
118, 119, and 120 are 295,371, 638,424, and 
739,238 Ticals, and the report says :—‘‘ Al- 
“though it cannot be expected that the 
‘‘Department should work at a profit for 
‘some years to come, it is quite out of the 
‘question that the loss should continue to 
“increase at the rate brought out by the 
“figures. The telegraph system of Siam 
‘‘has been enormously extended during the 
‘past few years, and telegraph stations have 
‘been apparently established in the interior 
“without due regard as to whether they 
‘would pay or whether the political and 
‘commercial advantages to be derived from’ 
‘them would compensate for the expenses 
‘of their construction, working, and main- 
“tenance.” There are six new lines plann- 
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says :—‘ I am decidedly:of opinion, in view 
“of the deficit with whicli. we are confronted, 
‘that the immediate necessity of these lines 
“should be seriously reconsidered by the 
“ Cabinet and as many ag possible postponed 
“toa more favourable occasion. . . . I 
“would take the present opportunity for 
“suggesting for the @sideration of the 
‘Government the desirableness of appoint- 
“ing a small committggato consider the 
“whole question of t xtension of the 
“telegraph system of Siam and to draw 
“up a scheme for the gradual execution of 
“their proposals.” Similarly, with regard 
to railways, Mr. Rivettr-CaRNac says :--- 
“The railways of Siam are, in accordance 
“ with the present policy, being constructed 
“directly by the Government and the 
“necessary funds are beingfprovide.i out cf 
‘Reyenue. Up to the end of December 
“Jast the Government had spent ont of 
Revenue no less than, in round figures, 
“ 21,000,0000 ticals on the construction of 
“railways during the Jast ten years. Add 
‘10 this the expenditure betweeen the Ist 
“January and 3lst March of the year 119 
“ (1901); the Railway Arbitration Award, 
9 860,000 ticals, and the provision for the 
“ eonstruction of railways during the vear 
190, viz., 2,000,000 ticals, and it will le 
“seen that current Revenue will have 
“provided, by the end of the year 120, the 
* enoimous total of close on 27,000,000 ticals 
“for the construction of railways. . My 
‘opinion is that the time has come for the 
“Government to discontinue the present 
“system. The administration of the 
“country is being rapidly developed and 
‘more money must be spent year by year 
“on Justice, Police, Education, Ordinary 
“ Public Works, and Administration gener- 
“ally, and the country should not be called 
“upon to defray out of Revenue the cost of 
“ productive public works such as rail- 
“ways and irrigation which should, in 
‘course of time, not only pay their way but 
“also provide a profit for the Government. 
“ The time cannot be far distant, therefore, 
“when Siam will have to follow the example 


" of every other prosperous nation and 


“ borrow money for the development of the 
““cuuntry by a judicious and well considered 
“ system of productive public works.” 

The. report goes on, a few lines later, to 
say that unless railways can be constructed | 
very much more economically than has been 


-the case with the Korat Railway, and fur- 


ther, can be very much more economically 
managed, it woul be far preferable for the 
Government to find some other means, such 
as irrigation, for the development of Siam. 
It has indeed been decided to frame and 
carry out a regular scheme for the construc- 
tion and upkeep of irrigatign-canals in the 
interior. = 

To one ether point on the expenditure 
side we wish to refer, and that is to the 
Education Department. The report shows 
the estimates for the years 119 and 120 as 
656,389 and 954,760 Ticals respectively, the 
increase thus being 298,371 Ticals. Yet 
the actual figures for 118 were only 261,148 
Ticals. The enormous rise manifests the 
strenuous efforts of the Siamese Govern- 
ment to spread education among the people. 
It may be noted. that Mr. Riverr-Carnac 
recommends a postponement in the con- 
struction of a new building for the King’s 
College, Bangkok, for which the Estimates 


— for 120 contain a provision of 200,000 Ticals. 


His advice here as in other departments is 
“go slow.” Siam does not seem to require 
stirring up to hasten the rate of her progress. 
Her danger is in the opposite extreme. Yet 
in spite of very large expenditure on the

The surprising vitality of the Boer fighting 
organisation is again manifested in the news 
rebeived on Saturday of the attack upon 
Colonel Benson’s column at a point between 
Bethel and Balmoral, in the South-Eastern 
Transvaal. According to the details at pre- 
gent to hand, a ‘force of about a thousand 
Boers, taking advantage of a thick mist, 
made a severe assault on the rearguard 
ofa British column which was presumably 
on the march. Two guns were captured by 
thle enemy, but Reurer’s telegram curiously 
adds that “it is assumed” they were after- 
wards recovered. The violent nature of the 
attack can be gathered from the fact that 
the British lost in killed nine officers and 
fifty-four men, and in wounded thirteen 
tidak and one hundred and sixty men. 
The enemy is stated to have lost heavily, 
but no reliable estimate is obtainable yet. 
Among the British killed was Colonel 
Benson himself. Colonel ’RepEricx W11- 
LIAM Benson joined the Army in 1867, rose 
to the rank of Lieutenant in 1870, Captain 
in 1880, Major in 1886, Lieutenant-Colonel 
«in 1893, and Colonel on the Ist June, 1898. 
On the 20th February last year he was 
appointed Assistant Adjutant-General /to 
the South Africa Field Force. A long and 
honourable career, therefore, has closed in 
this desperate encounter. No particulars

PIRACY IN BRITISH WATERS. 


——__>___— 

The examinatien of the crew of the pirated 
launch Yut Fat by Mr. F. J. Badeley, Acting 
Captain Superintendent of Police, has elicited 
still further details regarding this affair. As 
has already been stated in the Dazly Press, the 
piracy was committed on the night of the 29th ult. 
at Tai O. The-native engineer of the launch 
gives a very circumstantial account of what took 
place. He states that shortly after six o'clock 
on the night.in question—the passengers, the 
master and his two sons, and the coxswain having 
gone on shore—tw» boats came alongside, one 
with three men in her and the other with eight 
or nine. ‘these men boarded the launch and 
asked to see the captain, and also asked who was 
the captain and who the engineer. No one 
replied. Two of the pirates then seized the 
narrator, pointed a revolver at him, and ordered 
him to steam off. They also seized a fireman 
and drove the rest of the crew into the hold.

The crew turned the launch round and 
steamed back for San-ki, and the pirates fired 
about ten rifle-shots after them. One bullet 
hit the fannel. From San-ki steam was made 
to Si-chi-yeung, near Wang-po, where they met 


a Chinese cruiser and were escorted by her to_ 


Taiping.

CURTAILING THE WATER 
SUPPLY.

We have received from the Hon. the Colonial 

Secretary » copy of the following letter :— 
FROM THE HON. THE ACTING DIRECTOR OF 

PUBLIC WORKS TO THE HON. THE 
COLONIAL SECRETARY. 
Public Works Office, 
Hongkong, 4th November, 19U1. 
Sir,—I have the honour to address you with 
regard to the question of the water supply for 
the City and Hill District, which, in conse- 
quence of the meagre rainfall during the past 
wet season, is far from adequate to enable the 
system of, full supply .to be maintained until 
next year’s rains arrive, unless some very 
unusual fall of rain occurs during the present 
dry season. As this cannot be reckoned upon, 
I consider it necessary to take steps to curtail 
the supply at an early date. ; 
The quantity of water in the reservoirs on 
the 28th ultimo aggregated 238 million gallons 
and the quantity drawn from the reservoirs 
during tho preceding seven days amounts to 
‘-183 million gallons. 

At the same-rate of draw-off, there was there- 
fore 15 weeks’ full supply in the reservoirs on 


the 28th ultimo, or sufficient to last until nearly | 
the middle of February. From this it will be | 


seen that the full supply cannot with safety be 
continued. 

Allowing the full supply to-be maintain d 
until the 11th instant, the storage will then 
have been reduced by two weeks, leaving 13 
weeks’ full supply or 26 weeks’ half .supply. 
On the latter basis, there is sufficient water to 
last until about the middle of May next, by 
which time next year's rains may safely be 
relied upon. 

It has been found that, by turning on tho 
water in accordance with tho notice which I 
enclose, the consumption is reduced by about 
half, and I therefore submit that the notice be 
published in the newspapers and the supply be 
curtailed on and after the l1th instant.

THE NEW TUNG WAH HOSPITAL.

Building operations have already been begun 
at the new Tung Wah Infectious Diseases 
Hospital at Kennedy Town, and we understand 
that the ceremony of laying the foundation- 
stone will be performed by His Excellency the 
Governor on Monday, the 18th inst. ‘Th: site 
adjoins the- Government Infectious Diseases 
- Hospital, and, when completed, the now institu- 
tion will be devoted entirely to the reception of 
Chinese patients, who up till now have for the 
‘most part been housed in matsheds during 
epidemics. Being practically open on all sides, 
the site is eminently suited for an hospital. The 
plans have been prepared, and the work is being 
supervised, by Mr. B. Brotherton Harker, 
architect, Hongkong. The new buildings will 
be in the Renaissance style of architecture, and 
the finished structure will have an imposing 
appearance. It will be of two stories through- 
out. 
From the main entrance, which opens into 
‘the reception hall, corridors lead to the three 
--ward pavilions constituting the principal part 
of the hospital. On the right and left of the 
grand entrance are the two administration 
blocks, containing doctors’ rooms, dispensaries, 
offices and stores on the ground floor, and nurses’ 
dormitories on the upper flat.

sixty patients in all. But besides these, the 
convalescent ward will have seven or eight beds. 
The mertuary is to the south of the main 
buildings and is connected with the wards by a 
covered way. On the same side are the kitchen,

The interior of the buildings will be executed 
in modern style, and plastered with Keene's 
cement. Ventilation, lighting, :-nd sanitary 
arrangements are to be of the most approved 
kind, Present-day requirements will be met’by 
the structural separation of the lavatories from 
the wards, as well as in many other minor 
respects. . 

The memorial stone will be placed at the 
north-west corner of the buildings, in one of the 
administration blocks. It is expected that the 
erection of the hospita! will be completed in a 
little more than a year, and it may be added 
that ground is available for a considerable 
extension of the institution should it be desired. 


DR. CANTLIE ON HONGKONG. 
— - —--}>—- -- -— 

In Vol. I. of the “ British Empire Series,” 
published by Messrs. Kegan Panl, Trench, 
Triibner & Co., Ltd. of London, appears an 
interesting article by Dr. James Cantlie on 
Hongkong. During his residence in the 
Uolony. Dr. Cantlie took an active interest in 
all that made for the betterment of the social, 
civil, and sanitary life of its inhabitants. Ex- 
pressions of his views upon these aspects he was 
by no means backward in giving while he was 
amongst us; concrete results of his strong ad- 
yocacy of necessary reform and advancement in 
the sanitary administration of Hongkong he 
has left behind him: but no excuse is required 
for quoting this retrospective utterance of his, 
for the shortcomings and deficiencies which as 
a resident he endeavoured to rectify are still 
with us in a greater or lesser degree, and, in 
fact, his words acquire an additional weight 
when we consider that he writes in England, 
dispassionately and calmly viewing from 
the other side of the world our life here, and 
drawing his conclusions with an unbiassed 
mind. On Dr. Cantlie’s brief historical 
description of Hongkong we need not tonch. 
Tt is written with verve, and painstaking as to 
facts and dates. More interesting to the 
dweller in the Colony are the author's opinions 
upon jreneral matters. 

Dealing with the personnel of the Legislative 
Council, Dr. Cantlie returns to the attack in 
characteristic fashion. In this connection he 
BAYS :— 

“It seen that the official element 
outnumbers the unofficial, and the sop to 
the public, that they «re represented on 
the Legislative Council, is a puro fiasco. 
When one olects to reside in a Crown colony 
one must be content to resign all rights of 
c'tizenship and be content to be ruled by a 
system of bureaucracy, which may be admirable, 
but it is one against which the British elector 
is juclined to revolt. The spectacle of all the 
officials voting one way. and all the unofficials 
the other, with the official majority assured by 
their number on the Council, is one calculated 
to provoke derision. and to a people with less 
forbearance than the British, not unlikely to 
cause disturbance. What is demanded in hon- 
our to the self-respect of the community is that 
whilst Imperial matters are dealt with by the 
nominees of the Crown, municipal matters 
should be left to the control and direction of 
those who subscribe the money for municipal 
work. The residents in’ Crown colonies are 
recruited, with but few exceptions, from the 
middle classes, and are surely as well qualified 
to manago the municipal affairs of their place j 
of adoption as are the repres2ntatives of the | 
working classes at home.”

Cantlie is similarly outspoken, No apology is - 
needed for quoting him zn extenso :— :

He must politically throw Aimaelf 
back to ante-Magna-Charta days; he must be 
content to lay aside all the freedom his fore- 
fathers fought for, and submit to a régime of 
autocratic rule paralleled only by political life 
in Russia. Nay, more than this, he mast expect 
to find himself mado a burlesque of, inasmuch 
as he is given a vote which bas no influence, 
and a voice in public matters which has all the 
machinery of Government against it and fit to 
render it abortive. A wise autocracy is per- 
haps the ideal form of government, but it is one 
British subjects have been trained to look at 
askance, and it is a little difficult to recur to a 
system which for well-nigh a thousand years 
has found no fayonr in Great Britain.” 

In his remarks concerning the policing of 
the Colony, our author says there is a divided 
opinion as to the expediency of loading the 
expenditure with Chinese prisoners of all sorts. 
“he gaol does not present to the Chinaman 
the ‘bogie’ it is to most Europeans. The 
coolie, condemend to incessant labour, and on a 
starvation diet, finds within the precincts of 
the gaol rest and focd and does not resent his 
incarceration as a rule.” 

For the British manufacturer-exporter, Dr. 
Cantlie has, as we should have expected from 
such a keen Colonial observer, a word in season. 
It is not for want of warnings that the home 
manufacturer has allowed himself to be ousted 
from, or never been permitted to enter, the 
huge market fields of the East by his more 
pushful American rival and by the more adapt- 
able German. Wide-awake. British Consuls 
keep on writing appeals to our merchants to 
adapt themselves to the needs of their foreign 
customers: their wails are smothered in Blue- 


books; hard-headed business men who see with. 


dismay trade slipping through British fingers 
join in the chorus, but Lombard Street_heareth 
not. Oh, for a Haliburton, a Sam Slick, to 
spur them out of their plethoric lethargy ' 
Dr. Cantlie says :— 

“Tho British manufacturer is, again, so 
conservative, so obdurate, that he will nof cut 
his c'oth according to his customer, but will 
endeavour to dictate to the natives what they 
ought to buy. In other words, he will not 
alter his looms to suit ‘his customers, but will 
send out for sale goods in such a form and of 
such a quality, that itisim possible to get a market 
for. Take an example: in Corea all merchan- 
dise is carried on men’s backs, on .peculiarly 
arranged ‘ saddles’; of course a man is capable 


of bearing a burden of only a certain weight, 


and form, and before British-made goods can 


be transported to the interior it is necessary to . 


unpack the goods, cut them up, and adapt them 
to the means of carriage. The British mer- 
chant declines to acquiesce in the matter, and 
plainly tells the Coreans that if they do not 
take ther. as they find them they can go with- 
out. Not so the German, not so the Japanese ; 
with an acuteness which is highly commendable 
they prepare their goods in a ‘ packablz’ form, 
and naturally obtain the cuslom. Practically 
they have got a hold on the commerce of this 
and mapy other countries by the obstinacy of 
the British merchant, and especisily the manu- 
facturer. As in Corea, so in rhany countries, 
even in the British colonies themselves, Ger- 
mans and Japanese are oustiiig the British, 
and one cannot help thinking that the incursion 
is well deserved. ‘The Germans believe that the 
days of the commercial traveller are not num- 
bered, the British seem to think they are. 
Consequently the German finds, as he travels 
with his sample-book beneath his arm, that 
people will deal with him rather than with 
their own countrymen, who have appeared to 
have given up commercial travelling, and rely 
on the telegraph as a means of communication 
between manufacturer and merchant. The 
bitterness of the lesson has not yet come home 


i to people in the British isles, but it will and 
‘must come, and the starving millions of Lan- 


cashire will rne the day they neglected the 
evident lessons set them to learn. The goods 
sent possess neither the shape nor colour wanted 
by people who know their own minds, and 
whose customs and habits are not to be altered 
because a Lancashire proprietor has put up a 
mill which will produce articles they do not 
want.”

“The British ‘sphere of action’ must be 
defined, and not only defined but pegged out 
and defended. |! The region of China lying 
between the Yangtsze valley to the north and 
the‘Pearl (Canton) river to the south must be 
guarded, from the sea to the confines of Burma 


- and Tibet, if Britain is to claim her fair share 


of influence and trade in China. There must 
be no delay in the declaration of this ‘ policy.’ 
The French from the south and the Russians 
from the north will attempt, not openly but 
stealthily, to ‘straddle’ the Yangtsze and join 


_ hands to bar the British advance from Burma; 


and Hankow or Ichang will become the future 
‘ Fashoda’ of China.” 

The recent seizures by Britain and Germany 
have no doubt taught the Russians a lesson, 
continues Dr. Cantlie, and henceforth the 
Russian advance will be more stealthy still until 
the time comes for the great coup d état, 
namely, the disbandment of the Imperial Mari- 
{ime Customs Service of China. The more 
distant future depends upon whether the 
Russian can amalgamate with his fellow- 
Mongolian the Chinaman. Assimilation, Dr| 
Cantlie thinks, is impossible unless the China-

LUKBANS POSITION. 

A Catbalogan, Samar, despatch of the same 
date says :- - ; ; 

Some complications have arisen in regard to 
the efforts of -the friends of Lukban to bring 
about his surrender, Francisco Yuaji de Jesus 
and Andres Reyes, the former Lukban’s Com- 
missary General up to the time:of his capture 
in Biliran Island a fortnight ago, the latter a 
resident of Catbalogan and head of the insur- 


recto civil government, have been working 
industriously to reach Lukban during the last 
three or four days, but he is a hard man to find, 
as he is so closely pressed by the American 
troops. 


Besides this there are two American 
deserters in his camp who exercise a con- 
siderable influence. These two deserters, 
according to Lukban's wife aud relatives in 
Calbayog, have forbidden Lukban to surrender. 
They assert that the Filipino leader is ready 
and anxious to surrender, but is stayed by this 
influence. The statement may be worth little 
or nothing, as with any force at all at his 
command Lukban ought to be able to rid 
himself of the deserters, even though one of 
them stands guard night and day to prevent 
assassination, as in ramoured, 

Lukban last week attempted to escape from 
Samar. He was trying to steal across 
the north end of the Island, but was headed 
off in the vicinity of San Jose and forced 
to again retreat inland. All but one source 
of supply has been shut off from him and 
this will be cut off in a day or two. His 
case is indeed hard and.from present indica- 
tions he should be forced into surrender at once. 

THE U. 8. POLICY. 

Another letter from Catbalogan says :— 

General Hughes's policy of striking at the 
real seat of the power of the insurrecto move- 
ment by arresting the so-called *' amigos,” 
presideutes, principales, priests and cabezas 
who have secretly nurtured the insurrectos 
while pretending loyalty, has thrown a large 
body of that sort of gentry into an hys- 
terical panic lest they might likewise be 
seized, and the retaliation policy of campaigning 
seems to be bringing forth satisfactory results. 
There is some hope that widespread knowledge 
of the fact that this course will be pursued 
wherever the many-beaded insurrecto move- 
ment raises itself upright, whether disguised 
under the name ‘*‘ Katipunan, —‘Reunion 
Revolucionaria,’—"' Partido Federal,’ that is 
what it called itself here,—will result in caus- 
ing those “leaders” of a carabao sort of in- 
tellect to stop a moment before running amuck. 
Even a carabao shuns fire. So the present 
tactics may be set down as less harsh than they 
seem, if not counted actually beneficent, when 
the restraining influence they will exert in the 
future is taken into the reckoning. 


While the Americans are indifferent as to. 


whether the Island has to be devastated in order 
to impress upon the Filipino the fact that 
insurrection has to be crushed at any cost and 
while General Smith is intent upon a severe 
policy, the word being: “No quarter for 
Lukban ’—‘“ No surrender accepted ’—*' Shoot, 
but never capture”—some friends of Lukban 
desire to bring about his surrender, in order to 
save themselves and pet an end to the warfare. 
They have received but scant encouragement ts 
believe that if they are successful in “ locating’ 
Lukban,—not one of them but can communicate 
with him between two suurises, if they choose,— 
he will be permitted to present himself to the 
senior officer of the Department, General 
Hughes. Francisco Ynaji de Jesus, who is 
perhaps Lukban’s most intimate and confidential 
friend, is making an effort in this direction, 
and so a'so other Filipinos almost as powerful 
and influential in the insurrection as he, includ- 
ing Andres Reyes, the Civil Presidente of the 
Revolationary Government in the Island. 
‘What they may succeed in doing, and what the 
result of their efforts will be, remains for the 
future to reveal. - 


| THE STRUGGLE FOR LIFE 
IN HONGKONG.

It is a notable fact that of all the commercial 
centres in the Far East, Hongkong is the one 
where business men work hardest and with less 
respite in the matter of- holidays. In former 
times this hardship was less severe; it was not 
aggravated by other hardships as it is nowa- 
ays. While the pressure of business is now 
greater than ever, the cost of livmg has more 
than doubled, without a proportionate increase 
in pay generally. It remains to be seen how 
much longer this strain may be undergone 


‘ without manifest sigos of the physical break- 


down it entails, specially in the case of bread- 
winners occapying subordinate and less re- 
muoverative positions. 
: Let, us take for instance the hardships of a 
juniot clerk. His meagre salary, based on the 
requirements of former times, is inadequate 
to make ends meet under the altered state of 
things. His thriving employer, in response to 
an appeal or to several appeals, condescends 
to palliate the grievance with a paltry, insuffi- 
cient increase. To satisfy the extortionate 
demand of his landlord, the nonplussed clerk 
then looks for extra work, and if he gets it, 
sacrifices iuuch needed rest after a day's hard 
work. This, however, does not settle his diffi- 
culties. The constant rise in the market 
rices now renders his case that of double 
work and slow starvation. To avoid feduced 
rations, he lets part of the house he occupies, 
by no means large enough. Bat such sacrifices 
soon prove unavailing, for there is no end 
to the rise in rentals and market prices. Nor 
are these his only dilemmas. What with 
insanitary quarters and physical as well as 
moral sufferings, the unfortunate man finds it 
necessary to consult a doctor, who, without 
ascertaining his means, charges for an office 
consultation more than his daily earning. He 
can ill afford a generous diet, not to say a 
change of air, if recommended. 
death relieves him, in comes the preposterous 
‘demand of the undertaker; and even at the 
‘ burial service may sometimes be noticed certain 
, neglect, if not contempt, which Christ never 
‘ showed towards the poor. 

Such are the scenes in the life of many.a 
responsible man among the exploited class in 
Hongkong nowadays—scenes a8 unmitigated 
l by the philanthropy of modern civilisation as 
''as if in an uncivilised. barbarous land. To such 
| exploited people, it is not only the question 
whether life is worth living. Even an iron 
constitution will not long withstand such trials. 
Already an abnormally increased death-rate 
from consumption points to the effects of over- 
crowding and privations, which, moreover, 
predispose the sufferers to fall victims to the 
annual visitation of plague. The evils do 
not end here. The younger generation, bred 
amidst such miseries, cannot but suffer. The 
influence of environment must tell at least on 
manners. The new generation cannot be en- 
‘dowed with the culture, the accomplishments 
of the older generation educated under happier 
circumstances. Overworked, underfed,jand dis- 
tressed parents beget weaklings farther im- 
paired by insanitary surroundings. Thus 
the new generation will be an inferior, one 
anorally, socially, physically. _ 

The struggle for existence 1: hard everywhere, 
it is true, but nowhere in the civilised world 
+g it more cheerless and aggravated than here 
in this affluent British colony. Elsewhere, 
arbitrary capitalists are counterpoised by 
humanitarian principles much in evidence and 
earnestly at work, while labour leagues and the 
resources of an ever improving social organisa- 
tion often enable the working class to assert 
itself righteously. Elsewhere public welfare ig 
the supreme law, jealously guarded by the 
people's representatives, aud, if trifled ‘with, 
promptly virdicated by the much respected yoicd 
of public opinion. Here, alas, even the Govern- 
ment seems powerless against the absolutism of: 
landlords; seldom or never, except ab the like- 
wise powerless Sanitary Board, is the voice of 
the people’s representatives raised against this 
most oppressive absolutism and its manifold 
‘evils, perhaps because in some instances it must 
be the voiee of self-sccusation ; and the exploited

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public either ignores its latent power or cowers - 
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in face of its trampled rights and betrayed 
interests, . Moreover, dependent as the Colony 
is upon China, it is made to suffer for every 
olitical upheaval there as well as for every great 
estival here. Curiously enough, market prices 
raised since the visit of the Duke of Edinburgh 
never declined, but went on rising after every 
subsequent royal fate. The China-Japan war 
made matters worse; and now the two million 
taels due as Kwangtung’s share of the in- 
déemnity to foreign Powers will in all pro- 
bability be made up from the ever-increasing 
price of commodities supplied to this helpless 
and sorely afflicted Colony. On the other 
hand, the landlords will very likely further 
fleece their tenants for the reform to be 
instituted by the Sanitary Commission, thus 
hindering any attempt to reduce the already 
abominable overcrowding, 

Sanitary reform in Hongkong, to be effec- 
tive, should go apace with an amelieration in 
the condition of the working class economically. 
The newly acquired territory amply answers 
the purpose of improving sanitation in Hong- 
kong and rendering the colonists independent 
of arbitrary landlords and purveyors. Only 
when this is availed of may the actual state of 
affairs be justified in the principle of supply and 
demand. Anappeal to the home Government 
may lead to the economical problem being, 
studied conjointly with the sanitary problem. 
A class pre-emimently fitted for this appeal is 
the missionary class. Even in the China treaties 
they are recognised as men who do good, If 
they will only appeal to the Government and 
the humanitarian societies at homie on behalf of 
the down-trodden working class of Hongkong, 
they will be on the way of achieving a triumph 


» in the cause of civilisation and humanity which 


will render them blessed by the poor and much 
more appreciated than they are in ungrateful 
China.

As the magistrate of the Pun Yu district was 
passing through the city the other day, his chair 
was forcibly arrested by an angry woman. She 
complained that his soldiers had jostled her so 
roughly that her hairpins, were broken, and 
would not let him proceed until compensation 
was mude. Had the lady been Chinese she 
would immediately have been arrested, but being 
Manchu the magistrate did not dare to interfere 
with the jurisdiction of the Tartar General. 
The Chinese are now quoting this incident as 
an example of the extraordinary arrogance and 
boldness of the banner people. 


BUILDING AGAINST EARTH- 
QUAKE IN THE PHILIPPINES.

Manila, 29th October. 

It does not take a lifetime to learn Manila, 
but longer than Americans have been here; and 
many residents who hear it said, and hope it is 
true, that the new sovereignty is carrying the 
islands in a few years from the seventeenth to 
the twentieth century, read the building laws 
framed for the city with no little trepidation. 
The lawmakers in their wisdom and with mani- 
fest intent to make the city attractive and

at a recent visitation, a local newspaper men- 
tions this: — There were three distinct shocks, 
each of about three and one-half scconds dura: 
tion. A party of clerks in a certain part of the 
city was playing poker when the first shock 
arrived. It scattered the chips all over the 
table. the result of which was that the boys 
who had been losing had huge stacks of blues 
and reds tipped over their way and the winners 
saw. their piles disappear in an instant.” 

Three and one-half seconds may not seem 
long even when multiplied by three, but 
testimony to the contrary could readily be 
gathered in a community exposed to an earth- . 
quake for that period. The travel of dreams is - 
not faster than that experienced by the mind 
alert at such a time. A resident in whom the- 
imprint of fear was laid in his boyhood, iri 1883, 
and whom the first tremor always rouses, no 
matter how soundly he may be sleeping, tells of 
an incident of last Spring, to illustrate the slow- 
He awoke at once as usual. Ou 

leaving the bed he struck ao light, and looked 
at his watch, which lay open on the table, A 
! bookcase in the room had creaked out of plamb. 
He gathered a wad of paper and righted that 
furniture by lifting one of its legs and 
stuffing the paper under. Then he went 
to the window. Under a lamp outside stood 
an American police officer, to whom the 
resident remarked that the shock was rather 
severe. ‘‘ Yes,” the officer answered, reach- 
ing for his watch, ‘“‘and it is e long one 
too.” The resident walked back to the table, 
got his own watch, returned with it to ‘the 
window. Motion ceased while he stood there, 
15 seconds after he had first looked at his watch. 
As the official report gave that time as the 
duration of the shock, the resident had evidently 
started from bei at the instant of the first com- 
motion. He says he was not conscious of special 
haste in the things he did while the shock lasted. 
At the Weather Bureau there isa pillar of 
stone sunk 10 feet into the ground, cemented as 
firmly as if it had grown there. It rises through 
the building wholly clear of the floors or frame- 
work, so that nothing can affect it except the 
earth itself. A wooden cylinder, like a thick 
pipe, is secured to the face of the pillar. With- 
in the cylinder hangs a pendulum, ‘with moves 
nly with the pillar.

The new building law presupposes that 
corrngated iron roofs, dove-tailed joints, broad 
foundations, truncated corners and strong 
framework protected by masonry will keep 
earthquakes, as well as typhoons, outside the 
danger line. It provides that in the District 
of Strong Materials all buildings shall be of 
stone, brick, iron, steel, or substantial wood of 
approved kind and quality, and it prohibits the 
use within that district of nipa,. bamboo and 
other light materials. In that district also no 
permit is to be granted for the material altera- 
tion or repair of buildines of light material now 
standing. Such buildings must be. removed 
from the walled city and two of the wards by 
January next, from certain other wards by next 
July, and from all parts of the district by one 
year from next January. A permit is to be 
required for all repairs in this district, based 
upon an application in writing, with plans and 
specifications attached. Specifications for new 
buildings must be minute. Owners must con- 
struct sidewalks and keep them in order. 
Building materials shall conform to legal trade 
and manufacturing standards and only the best 
lime-mortar may be used, with such proportion 


, of sand as to insure cohesion and elasticity and 


with a mixture of cement, if it is to be exposed 
to the action of water. The maximum safe 
bearing capacity of the soil is est'mated at 
twenty tons to the square metre, and founda- 
tions must be proportioned to that pressure, 
and must reach a depth of 50 centimetres 
below the general surface of -the sround. 
In’ composite buildings of masonry and 
framework, the uprights of the frame 
work shall extended into the foundation 
piers not less than 50 centimetres, but not 
through them. No wooden pile or timber 
foundation shall be permitted above the lowest 
-level of seepage water. Outside masonry walls 
without framework shall have a minimum 
thickness of one-sixth of their Leight and 
masonry partition walls without framework 
shall be less than 30 centimetres thick. No 
main wall shall be of greater length than twice 
its height without partition walls for support. 
Only in places of worship} muy masonry walls 
-without framework be more than one story in 


height, but composite walls of masonry and. 
‘framework may be four stories high, with a 


wall thickness of 80 centimetres at the first 
story, 60 at the second, 40 at the third and 20 
at the fourth. Three-story buildings must 
start with walls 6) centimetres thick, two-story 
buildings with 49 centimetres and one-story 
buildings of that construction must have walls 
20 centimetres thick. Framework of buildings 
of.more than one story shall be so designed and 
braced as to support the roof independently of 
the masonry filling, and to withstand a wind 
pressure of 200 kilometres per hour against 
roof and sides. No story may be built of less 
than three metres or more than five metres high. 
Floors in tenements, dwellings, apartment-houses 
or hotels shall be of sufficient strength to sup- 
port an imposed weight of 34U kilometres per 
square metre. Joists shall be connected by cross 
bridges at intervals of every five metres of 
length and joists and beams shall be secured to 
walls and to each other by iron anchors and 
straps, so that there shall be a tie running 
from wall to wall across the entire building at 
Openings 
more than two and one-half metres in width 
shall be spanned by a steel girder or properly 
designed arch. lLintels or girders shall 
not rest directly upon brickwork but upon 


bedplates of cast iron or granite. Framework’ 
of buildings, when not filled with masonry, people miy understand the idle futility of 


hall have sufficient stability to resist a wind of 
200 kilometres an hour against the area of roof 
and sides. : 

Roofs shall be of galvanised iron, tile, or 
similar non-combustible material, Roof-trusses

of the entire roof. All roofs shall be securely 
anchored to the supporting walls or timbers 
through their trusses or rafters. Steel trusses 
of more ihan .ten.metres span shall be 
constructed to allow for changes of temperature 
and the clear span of wo>len roof trusses shall 
not exceed twelve and one-half metres. There 
is provision for buildings in interior courts, 
which must have a clear space of six metres 
around them and not exceed six metres 
in height. No sheds or stables shall exceed 
six metres in height or be constrncted on 
the street front.. Kitchen chimneys must 
be of theet iron, with conical spark arresters; 
they must be supported by iron-work and 
reach at least one metre above the leaves 
of any building within a distance of ten 
metres; they shall be at least 20 centimetres 
from any woodwork; at the point of leaving 
the building, the intervening space shall be 
filled by sheet iron or brick; and all chimneys 
shall pass through the roof and no opening for 
them may be made in the walls. Smokestacks 
shall not be of brick or masonry fora greater 
height than 14 metres. If higher they must 
be of steel, carry spark arresters, be secured to 


withstand a wind of 200 kilometres per hour, | 


rise at least five metres above any building 
within a distance of 50 metres and be at least 
one metre from any woodwork. The law goes 


into detail as to theatres, meeting or amuse- |

The metropolitan examinations are to be 
held in Honan. This is, of course, the direct 
evasion of the provisions of the Terms. 

One of the Yaméns in Paotingfu is being 
prepared for Li Hung-chang, who will take up 
his residence there after the Court's return. 

The new Bureau of Government Affairs, 

which is in reality the old Tsungli Yamén under 
another name, is having offices built in Kai- 
fong. 
It is stated that the ground on which the 
Black Fort stands will be included in the 
Cathedral property and used as a Roman 
Catholic cemetery. 

The ‘Treaeurer of Chihli contemplates 
publishing a work on Boxerdom, so that the 


Boxer doctrines and avoid the eyil. 

The Russians, having control of all the 
telegraphs in Manchuria, do not permit any 
code messages, and all Chinese telegrams have 
to be translated into English.

Foreign cloths have been ordered to take the 
place of silk bunting around tho entrance yates 
of Peking in honour of the Court's returno, and 
some Chinese think that under such circum- 
stances it would be better to do without any 
decorations at all. ; 

The telegraphic instructions to reduce the 
number of yaméns and officials in Peking, which 
was received by the Grand Council office 
month, turns out to have been a bogus message, 
and not sent by Imperial orders at all, the Court 
having no such intention. 

The commandant of the Imperial Palace 
Guard, some 5,000 men, has notified his men 
that they will be drilled daily in the use of fire- 
arms, and that the number of their arms and 
the ammunition are to be kept intact. In other 
words a rifle is to be produced where a rifle 
ought to be. No prigging. 

The native papers lay great stress on the 
frequency of the daring robberies of cash-shops 
by armed bands, sometimes in open daylight, as 
in the Chinese eyes such things are only possible 
when a very rotten Government is in power, 
and they urge the P.G. to take very strong 

‘ measures to check these crimes or it will lose 
face with the people. ; 
| Ths repairs of the Palace are now almost 
_ completed, but the Summer Palace is not ready 
yet, as the Court considered there was rio need 
for haste there. .The Princes recently visited 
the Summer Palace, however, and were 80 
| shocked at the ruins that they daro not let it 
be seen by the Empress and are subscribing 
| funds towards its immediate repair. 

The Imperial authorities are endeavouring 

to repurchase articles taken from the Palace on 


the capture of Peking and sold by foreigners in’ 


the Capital. A curio-dealer has lately produc- 


ed the screen which stood behind the Throne, 
and stated he had given Tls. 600 for it. Li 
Hung-chang has therefore reimbursed him to 
that amount. This seems to be a favourable 
chance for owners of loot from the Palace to 
do a deal. 

Two fresh cases of armed robbery are reported 
near the West Gate of the City. It appears to 
us that the Police Department requires to be 
rather more on the alert, as during the winter 
these cases will become more and more frequent 
unless greater care is taken, and the whole 
Provisional Government will become discredit- 
ed. Ali the departments are so well managed 
that it will be very regrettable if any slur is 
cast on the occupation through the laxity of 
one. It is stated by Chinese that the ( hinese 
police are in the pay of thesa rascals, and this is 
a difficulty which can only be circumvented by 

extra diligence of the foreign superintendents, 
of whom there are several.

LAM FOOK v. TANG KO. 

This was a case in which the plaintiff, who 
is head diver in the employment of the Kowloon 
and Whampoa Dock Company, sued the 
defendant, master of the On Cheung shop at 
Yaumati, for $500 and interest due on a promis- 
sory note alleged to have been made out and 
signed by the defendant in favour of the 
plaintiff. 

Mr. John Hays, solicitor, appeared for the 
plaintiff, and Mr. J. F. Reece, solicitor, for the 
defendant. 

In opening the case, Mr. Hays said that on 
26th July, 1899, plaintiff was requested by a 
friend of the defendant, also a-mutual friend, to 
lend $500 to the defendant. On the following 
day he went to defendant’s shop and advanced 
the money, and a promissory note duly stamped 


- was then signed by the defendant and witnessed 


by the person who negotiated the loan, Wong 
Pin, 

Plaintiff entered the box and gave evidence 
to the above effect, stating also that the note 
was produced by the defendant’s accountant, 
who, it was alleged, was now dead. 

Defendant denied the promissory note. 

His Lordship ordered reference to be made 
to the Stamp Office in order to find out who 
is parade a the stamp paper, and when this 
had been done it was discovered that the plain- 
tiff himself had appliod at the Stamp Office for 
the paper. 

Mr. Hays thereupon withdrew from the case. 

His Lordship gave judgment for the defen- 
dant with costs and sentenced the plaintiff to 
three months’ imprisonment with hard labour 


_for perjury, and his witness, Wong Piu, to 14 


days’ imprisonment without hard labour. 


. Wong Piu’s old age, 61 years, accounted for 


the lighter sentence passed upon him.

INTERPORT SHOOTING MATCH. 


The Hongkong team for the Interport 
Shooting Match fired off at Kowloon on the 
6th inst., and made the splendid total of 901.— 
an average of 901 per man. This beats the 
totals by Singapore and Shanghai, the former 
port having made 874 and the latter 841. As- 
suming that Penang, whose score has not yet 
been received, does not come up to Hongkong, 
this year will mark the fourth successive win for 
this Colony in the Interport Match. In 1698, 
shooting against Singapore and Shanghai, 
-Hongkong made 934; in 1899 this was increased 
to 952; and in 1900 a total of 930 was recorded. 
Penang was not then included in the Interport 
Rifle Match, and is only making its debut this 
year—how. successfully remains to be seen. In 
those years the targets were different, this 
year marking the introduction of the new Risley 
targots. In this connection a comparion of 
_ald. and new targets may .not be uninteresting. 
At.200-yards the bull’s eye is now seven inches 
as against eight inches under the old conditions, 
and at 500 and 600 yards twenty inches as 
against twenty-four, other marking, of course, 
being in proportion. That Hongkong's score 
yesterday ,is in every sense-a remarkably fine 
one is: shown by comparing it with the scores 
last year of Singapore and Shanghai. Shoct- 
ing at the large targets which up till then 
had been in use, Singapore made 909 and 
Shanghai 900, whilst this year the Colony has 
made,a jigtal of 901 at the new .and.smaller

BENTLEY v. PHILLIPS, 

The much looked-forvard-to boxing event 
took place at the City Hall on the 2nd inst. 
and a crowded house was assembled in expecta- 
tion of a good show. The arrangements had 
been made carefully, and most unusual punct- 
uality was observed in commencing operations. 
Indeed it was barely 9 p.m. when Private 
Deegan, R.W.F., and Gunner Lennard, B.N., 
started their six-round heavy-weight contest. 
Thore was not much requiring comment in this 
affair, and after an even struggle, the Gunner 
was awarded the victory. Gunner Mustoe of 
H.M.S. Barfleur challenged the winner: The 
next item was a light-weight contest, Privates 
Sandford and Monk, both of the Fusiliers, 
putting on the gloves. Six rounds were to 
have been fought, but in the third round Monk 
got in a blow that sufficed, for Sandford allowed 
himself to be counted out. 

These two affairs made way for the principal 
event, the meeting of Sam Bentley and Thomas 
Phillips. This bad been advertised as for the 
Middle- Weight Championship of the Far East, 
but on Saturday night it was given out as for 
the Championship of Portsmouth and Ply- 
month, Bentley representing the former and 
Phillips the Istter town. Phillips was the 
sailors’ favourite, but Bentley's backers were 
laying odds on their man. After Mr. W. S. 
Bailey had declined the honour of refereeing, 
Mr. Vowns was agreed to by both principals. 
The time-keeper was Mr. W. Walters. Bentley 


: ocoupied the top corner. The referee announced 
‘the conditions of the 2U-round contest and the 


agreement which had been arrived at with ~ 


‘regard to clinches and breaking away. He 


added that there was to be noaward on a techin- 


‘ cal foul merely. : 


The interval had been rather long, and it 
was 10 o’clock when the first round started. 
The men got to work quickly and wasted no 
time in fancywork. Bentley’s superior bulk 
was fairly evident, and he forced his oprenene 
to’ keep close to the ropes. Bentley had the 
better of the round, but it looked as if he 
allowed himself to be carried away ‘by excite- 
ment. The men boxed under Queensberry 
rules and under the joint agreement announ 


. by the referee before they began—that each on © 


coming to a clinch was to throw up his. hands 
and break away clean. Tjho agreement was 
carried out to the letter by Phillips, but 
Bentley, probably, ss we have said, carried 
away by excitement, certainly struck once or 
twice in the clinch and forced his opponent 
over the ropes, although not to such an extent 
as in the opinion of the referee constituted 
a foul. That official, however, cautioned him 
about the offence. The second round was not 
very different from the first. Early in the 
third both boxers came down on the\boards 
together. Phillips looked like weakening, but 
nevertheless finished all right. The. fourth 
round was most punishing. Phillips spent a 
lot of time on the ropes, but suddenly asserted 
himself, in response to his friends’ appeals, and 
drove Bentley right across the ring. Neither 
man seemed very strong at the end, but the 
interval set them up again. Phillips in , 
particular freshened, and Bentley received a 
cut over the eye as a memento. The round 
was not otherwise eventful The sixth bout 
brought an unexpectedly . rapid termina- 
tion to the fight. Phillips for the first 
time did most of the leading, and thereby, it 
seems, played himself out, for Bentley came in 
strong and floored him three times, Philips 
made a gallant attempt to rise for the third 
ime, but was counted out just on the call of time. 
Bentley was therefore accluimed the winner, 
No doubt the better man won, but Philips 
made a plucky and clean fight, and certainly was 
hardly treated in the matter of clinches. The 
referee, as we have stated, had declared his inten- 
tion of not giving a verdict for a merely tech- 
nical foul, and no one would wish for a 
repetition of certain past incidents in Hong- 
kong boxing. Still, sympathey with Phillips 
was widely expressed,
